Believing 
that 
permanently 
im­ 
proved highways are more economical 
than those surfaced with gravel in 
places where the roads are "covered 
with water in times of floods and de­ 
siring to make a test on a section 
of a highways that is 
frequently 
damaged, a number of residents of 
Hamilton township have filed a peti­ 
tion with the county commissioners 
asking that half a mile of the Sey- 
mour-Cortland road just west of the 
Bell's Ford bridge he 
paved 
with 
concrete, brick or other permanent 
material. 
The petition bears the 
names of more than fifty real estate 
owners wrho are willing to bear their 
share of the cost of such improve­ 
ment which will be paid by the town­ 
ship. 
If the petition is 
favorably 
acted upon the road will be built un­ 
der the three mile law. 
The petition sets out that the sec­ 
tion of the road specified is already 
an improved public higkwmy. 
It asks 
that concrete, brick or other similar 
material be used for about half a 
mile beginning at the west side of 
the Bell's Ford bridge. 
The peti­ 
tion also prays for the improvement 
of the rest of the road to Cortland 
with gravel or crushed stone. 
The petitioners ask that the con­ 
crete or brick improvement be made 
sixteen feet w*ide in the center of the 
highway. 
They also ask that the 
balance of the section be improved 
with gravel or crushed stone for the 
same width. 
One either side of the 
proposed improvement the road will 
be gTaveled and graded, proper atten­ 
tion being given to drainage. 
The purpose of the proposed im­ 
provement, it is stated, is to get a 
permanent highway along that sec­ 
tion of the road which is frequently 
damaged by high water. 
The peti­ 
tioners believe that concrete or brick 
will prevent the road from washing 
away when it is covered with water 
and that if such improvement is com­ 
pleted it will 
be 
a 
“year-around 
road." 
The stretch west of the pro­ 
posed permanent improvement is also 
in need of repair, it is said, and the 
petitioners think this is the oppor­ 
tune time to put the highway in good 
condition. 
The petition will be con­ 
sidered by the commissioners at their 
next meeting the first Monday in 
April. 
All of the road described in 
the petition is in Hamilton tow*nship 
Several other similar improvements 
are contemplated in various parts of 
the county. 
Petitions for several 
roads in this township have been filed 
and were favorably acted upon by 
the commissioners. 
The work has 
been held up, however, by the appeal 
of the remonstrators to the supreme 
court of Indiana. 
The question in­ 
volved in that suit is vital to further 
work of this kind. 
It questions the 
right of the county commissioners to 
order the improvement of a highway 
which once has been improved with 
gravel at the expense of the township 
and turned over to th ecounty high­ 
way department. 
If the remonstra­ 
tors get a favorable opinion such im­ 
provements throughout the state will 
be impossible unless the townships 
wherein such petitions 
have 
been 
filed, vote to have the work done.

defeated by nature long before we 
meet Villa's forces.

U. S. Reply Delivered to Mex­ 


ican Foreign Office. 


RIGID CENSORSHIP PREVAILS 


Military Camp at Columbus, N. M., A s­ 


sumes Big Proportions— Arm y May 


Not Move Into Mexico For Several 


Days— Picture Men Depart. 


Washington. March 15.—The state 
dep artment made p u blic the telegram 
from United States Consu l Silliman. 
sent, from Qu eretaro, concerning the 
p resentation by him to Foreign Sec­ 
retary Acu na, of Secretary Lansing’s 
note, accep ting the Carranza p rop os­ 
als of recip rocal border-crossing p riv i­ 
leges for the American and Carran- 
zista forces. 
Secretary Acu na rep lied to Consu l 
Silliman as follows: 
“I am p leased to receiv e a rep ly of 
this character from the gov ernment 
of the United States. 
It will reliev e 
the v ery delicate situ ation that has 
dev elop ed owing to the Colu mbu s af­ 
fair. 
I will immediately transmit this 
rep ly to the chief ex ecu tiv e, and am 
of the op inion that there will be a 
rep ly to this cou rteou s note ex p ress­ 
ing ap p reciation of the same. 
In this 
ev ent I shall deliv er it to y ou at once 
for transmittal to the gov ernment of 
the United States.” 
Rep orts from the border that the 
Mex ican au thorities at Ju arez had 
asked that the mov ement of American 
forces be p ostp oned for two weeks in 
order to allow the Carranza forces an 
op p ortu nity to cap tu re Villa withou t 
American interference, receiv ed no 
confirmation either at the state or 
war dep artments. 
Administration of­ 
ficials ex p ressed the op inion that it 
wou ld not he comp lied with if made. 
Army officials here ex p lain the de­ 
lay entirely on the assu mp tion that 
General Fu nston desires, before enter­ 
ing Mex ico, to take ev ery p recau tion, 
not only to Insu re p lenty of su p p lies 
to his troop s, bu t in order to distribu te 
his forces remaining on the border in

Italian v essels were in sight, but did 
no t see Do herty ’s signals fo r help. 
With darkness the wind ro se and 
wav es bro ke o v er the tiny craft. 
Do ­ 
herty to re away the drip pan o f the 
machine. 
The two co ld, hungry , wa- 
terso aked men used it to ball with. By 
w’o rklng o ne at a time witho ut sto p­ 
ping they were able to keep aflo at, al­ 
tho ugh ev ery high wav e gav e them a 
fresh drenching. 
They had lo st their scant pro v isio ns 
in the descent to the water, and in 
the to ssing o f the hy dro plane their 
cigarettes and matches went o v er­ 
bo ard. 
The weather became intensely co ld. 
In the respite fro m bailing the air 
man who was free kept lo o ko ut fo r a 
ship. One came In sight sev eral ho urs 
after dark, but passed o n, no t seeing 
the smo ke bo mbs with which the av ia­ 
to rs tried to hall it.

and rescued men and wreck twenty 
miles fro m sho re. 
Italian craft had l>een lo o king fo r 
Do herty and his co mpanio n ev er since 
the machine failed them. 
Allo wance 
had no t been made fo r the wind, which 
blewr the unfo rtunates seaw’ard, and 
the search was co nfined to au area 
co mparativ ely near sho re until the to r 
pedo bo at struck o ut into the o pen. 
Nav al co mmanders who had engaged 
in the early search repo rted the first 
night that Do herty and his co mpanio n 
pro bably were lo st. 
Their return to 
sho re was hailed as little sho rt o f mi­ 
raculo us. 
Do herty reco v ered within a day fro m 
the effects o f his ex po sure. 
Substi­ 
tutes had taken o v er his patro l duty In 
the Adriatic, ho w'ev er, and he decided 
to shift his field o f activ ity . 
He has 
go ne to Paris and Lo ndo n in search o f 
further adv enture.

Caleb Blood Smith. 
(1808-1864.) 
lie wa- horn in Bo-ton. came from 
Cincinnati to Conner-ville. Indiana, 
in 1829. 
After studying law with 
Oliver IT. Smith, he was admitted to 
the bar; elected to the legislature and 
for three terms was its speaker. 
In 
1838 he and M. R. Hall established 
the Indiana Sentinel, a Whig newspa­ 
per. 
In 1843 he was elected to con­ 
gress, served for three terms, and 
was the recognized leader of the In­ 
diana delegation. 
In fact there were 
but few men in congress who sur­ 
passed him in legislative discussion. 
Smith was one of the most ardent 
supporters of Lincoln in the exciting 
campaign of 1860, and canvassed the 
state from 1 »order to border in his j 
behalf. 
Upon entering office Presi­ 
dent Lincoln appointed Smith sec- j 
retary of the interior. 
Late in 1862 
he re-igned and was appointed Unit-j 
ed States Judge for Indiana. ITe died 
suddenly January 17, 1864 and in 
honor of th<* services which he had 
rendered the nation, President Lin- ’ 
coin ordered the public buildings at 
Washington to b(» draped in mourn­ 
ing for fourteen days.
